14. (New) A method of treating or inhibiting sneezing comprising administering an 
effective amount of Levocetirizine or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof to a patient in need 
of such treatment 

1 5. (New) A method of treating or inhibiting ocular pruritis comprising administering an 
effective amount of Levocetirizine or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof to a patient in need 
of such treatment. 

16. (New) The method according to claim 10 where the Levocetirizine or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt there is administered in a daily dosage of from about 0.0005 mg to 
about 2 mg per kg of body weight per patient. 

17. (New) The method according to claim 1 1 where the Levocetirizine or a 
phannaceutically acceptable salt there is administered in a daily dosage of from about 0.0005 mg to 
about 2 mg per kg of body weight per patient 



18. (New) The method according to claim 12 where tiie Levocetiiizine or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt there is administered in a daily dosage of from about 0.0005 mg to 
about 2 mg per kg of body weight per patient 

19. (New) The method according to claim 13 where flieLevocetirizineora 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt fliere is administered in a daily dosage of from about 0.0005 mg to 
about 2 mg per kg of body weight per patient. 

20. (New) The method according to claim 14 where the Levocetirizine or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt there is administered in a daily dosage of from about 0.0005 mg to 
about 2 mg per kg of body weight per patient. 

21. (New) The method according to claim 15 where flieLevocetirizineora 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt there is administered in a daily dosage of from about 0.0005 mg to 
about 2 mg per kg of body weight per patient.
